I hate like everything bothering you; for I know you 
will be busy up there, But perhaps you could find time to plead my 
cause a little in respect to a few wants we look upon as urgent, 


The Department bought us a famm truck in April 1939. 
It is hardly necessary for me to tell you that after running on 
these roads in this part of the country for eleven years, it is just 
a bill of expense to us, And yet, we cannot do without it. For we 
mast use it for hauling coal from station, three miles away, and for 
hauling wood fuel from Lot 47, eight miles away, As well as using it 
for other freightage. Will you please see if you could place this 
urgent matter before them there, and get us a xmm two ton truck of 
some reliable make, with a twelve foot body on it. We cannot do 
anything in the matter of tying one ourselves; for it takes everything 
to buy the bare necessities of life; and yet, this present vehicle 
is unsafe on these roads, and is costing us too mich in the way of 
repairs. 


While the pupils are out, I would like to do some 
painting and repair work to the interior of the building, We need 
paint $400.00, Lumber for lockers $150.00 and Hardware for locker 
hinges etc, $50.00. 


Our weather is hot, but we are doing alright. The Fraser

Dear Mr Arneil: 


Thank you for your letter of the I0th, inst. I will 
see lir Hett this morning about the paint etc, 


It was a great disappointment to know that the 
Department cannot help us in the purchasing of a farm truck, I feel 
sure they mst realize that we cannot possibly handle an expense of 
over three thousand dollars under present conditions, without 
depriving other departments of the school of the funds for necessary 
obligations which must be met. Our pupils, like all other children 
mast be fed and clothed properly, The 63% increase in the per capita 
grant allowance does not begin to take care of the extra coast of living 
which has been forced on us, and which is still climbing. I feel sure 
that the Department is cogyiant of this condition, We make a little 
out of the farm beyond what’ we require for our own comsumption, but that 
is made by the sweat of my brow, at least. The little financial help 
we receive from New England Company is now so small, it has to be 
absorbed into paying for the necessary food and clothing for pupils, 


In regard to taking the $800.00 from New England Company 
funds to make a down payment; I feel sure the Department do not really 
favour such a plan of making "dowm payments" on expensive machinery, 
Who knows how long I shall be here in charge? Looking back nine years, 
I see myself taking charge here loaded with a financial burden, In every 
way, I have pried to rid ourselves of that burden, in spite of the 
persistent increase in the cost of living. I would not, on any account 
purchase a truck by making a down payment of $800.00, As I said above, 
I do not know how much longer I shall be here, and I would not like 
to leave such a burden to my successor, 


If the Department cannot see their way to buying a farm 
truck for us this year, and we really have no other source from which 
to draw financial help, I would ask that you kindly make a request to 
the Department for 3400.00 of the New England Company funds, so that 
we may patch up again our old truck, with a hope that it may hang 
together over these mountain roads for another year, without any serious 
accident, until the Department is able to purchase another for us,

I have the honor to report that at the end of 1901,the 
New England Company purehasel fom Thomas Seward about four 
hundred and fifty reres of land,and from Henry Sehwartz hia 
rights in one hundred and sixty. Mr.Seward sold to the Company 
everything on the Farm 80 that the Company has been able to 
enter on the business well established,as Mr.Seward had been on 
the place for forty years. 

Before even the purchase was completed a school was begun 
from the plans of W.T.Dalton,Architeest Vancouver (copies of 
which will be forwarded shortly) the contract price of the 
puilding being $11663. and with wiring for electric light,and 
the construction of 4 Reservoir and laying of pipe,and terrac- 
ing school grounds the outlay came to about 312750.99. 

Besides this outlay there has been the expense of « heavy 
team,some pure bred short horns from the Government Farm at 
Agassiz,some pigs from the same place. 

In Parm biildings we have built a dairy of stone turned one 
of the old buildings into a granary,and constructed potatoes 
pits,put up a good amount of feneing,done a lot of cleaning. 

The Sompany provides furniture,good clothing in every case 
for the boys who come into the school and taking all things in+ 
to account,has expended so far close on $32000.09, 

Besides myself & wife,principal and Matron,we have an assis- 
tant in the school,a Farm Manager,a Carpenter & at present a 
shoe maker & two farm hands & two household servants.

TO DATR OFTHIS LETTER 


Sir,— 

Mr. Lett, principal of St. George's School, 
advises me that the Dominion Land & Crown Timber Office, 
Department of the Interior, at Kamloops, ia charging 
him up for dues on firewood, and alao for some lumber 
cut from logs taken off the school's own property at 
Lot 47, and adjoining land purchased by the New Bng~ 
land Company. 


I wrote the Land Agent $e Kamloops advising 
him that all thie land was taken°¥°" by the Indian De~ 
partment for St.George's Industrial School, and should 
certainly be exempt from timber dues, as it was all out 
off school property, and not off crown land. He replied 
that according to the records this land still stood in 
the name of the New England Company, and had not been 
transferred to the Indian Cepartment, and under the 

Act purchased land was due for fees for any wood cut. 
The firewood that was cut was all old timber lying 

down, which would have to have been burnt up to clear 
the land, and instead of doing this, they hauled some 

of it to the school for firewood. It appears the De~ 
partment of the Interior would rather see all of this 
burnt up on the ground, than let us make use of it for 
firewood at the school, where some good is being done 
with it. We did cut some trees off school property 

to have flume lumber for the school made out of. 


I trust the Department will take thig up 
with the proper authorities.

In reply to department letter dated

If they could be retained in this 
way they would be of some value to us, but if 
not, as far as I can see, there would be no ob- 
jection to them being transferred back. We are 
alwaya in need of land, and therefore it seems 
foolish to let what we own slip from us.

I would request you to kindly refer 
to your Pile No. 1650-9, and your letter of the Sth 
January, 1924, addressed to this branch, and reply 
thereto of 13th February, 1924, wherein you had been 
advised that in connection with timber operations 
conducted on behalf of the St. George's Industrial 
School at Lytton, B.C., 14,000 feet B.li. had been 
cut on Lot 47 in Township 15, Range 26, West of the 
6th Meridian, which had been sold to the New 
England Company without reservine the timber to 
the Crown, and that 6,000 feet B.M. had been cut 
on Legal Subdivision 8 of Section 41 and Legal 
Subdivision 5 of Section 32, just outside of Lot 
47, which also had been sold to the New England 
Company, but the timber on which was reserved to 
the Crown. Moreover, 50 cords of wood had also 
been cut for the school on the lands mentioned 
above, outside of Lot 47. 


There was, therefore, no dues 
payable to the department on the 14,900 feet B.M., 
cut on Lot 47, but $6.00 was payable on the 6,000 
feet 3.M. cut outside of the lot, and this amount 
has been paid, but there is still outstanding dues 
at 40% per cord on the 50 cords of wood, $20.00, 
and $1.00 permit fee, totalling $21.00, which 
have not been paid. 


Mioreover, it is noted that by your 
memorandum of the 21st March, 1923, (your file not

was not run for any profit making, he could not 
understand why the school should be called on to 
psy for wood that was going to waste. He was 
informed by the inspector that it was the practice 
of the department to assess dues on all timber 
whether fallen or standing, but the reverand 
gentleman stated that he would call at the 
Kamloops Timber Office later and further discuss 
the matter with the Agent of Dominion Lands. 
This was in May last, and apparently nothing 
further has developed, as no further advice has 
been received from the agent of this department, 
who, however, made enquiry at the time whether 
the department would approve of allowing the 
school the wood they had cut under Clause (4d) 
of Section 48 of the regulati ee which authorizes 
the issue of free permits “for the construction 
of educational, religious and oha ritable institutions." 
You will appreciate the fact, however, that cordwood 
annot be placed under such a classification. 
fact that this department finds 
it necessary to ma no exceptions in levying dues 
payable to this tment, par ti oulaz fly in the 
Railway Belt of itish ( amb at there are 
considerable portions of this t Y hn have been 
disposed of with the timber reserved to the Crown, 
while other portions have been disposed of without 
reservation of the timber to the Crown, and the 
departuent wishes to impress upon all settlers and 
residents as much as possible the fact that they 
Should take particular care to kx whether their 
title to the land includes title to the timber also, 
Moreover, the department does not follow th 
practice of making any exceptions and the penalty 
for cutting timber without authority, which includes 
trespass as in this instance, is the assessment of 
three times ordinary permit dues. In the case of 
the school the penal ty assessable under the 
regulations would be $1250 per cord or three times 
the regular permit rate of 50¢ per cord. However, 
the department offered to accept from the St. 
George's Industrial School payment of single 
license dues of 40¢ per cord on the cordwood, which 
was obtained by the school. Moreover, following 
consideration of the fact that Rev. } Lett had

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advised that the wood which was secured was dry and 
fallen timber, it has been decided to assess against the 
650 cords which was obtained, the usual rate charged on 
dry timber, which is 25¢ per cord. 


If, therefore, you will kindly take action 
to have $12.50 dues and $1.00 permit fee paid to the 
Agent of Dominion Lands at Kamloops, 3.C., or to this 
branch, the Agent of Dominion Lands at Kamloops will 
be authorized to issue a timber permit to the St. 
George's Industrial School covering the 50 cords of 
dry wood already obtained, which will be forwarded 
to the Rev. Mr. Lett, Principal of the School, to 
have him take affidavit on the back of the permit 
that 50 cords only of dry wood had been obtained 
thereunder. Moreover, the agent will be authorized 
to issue each season to the school a timber pemit 
covering whatever quantity of dry wood the school 
will expect to need each year subject to dues at 
25¢ per cord, with $1.00 permit fee puyable ineach 
nstance also.

The Indians in the lytton district have asked 
me to look after their interests for them, and on 
or about February 11 last they signed a petition 
addressed to the Lepartment asking that they be 
allowed to retain me to investigate their water 
rights, and that I be paid out of the funds &@ their 
credit at Ottawa, and handed this petition to the 

' agent at Lytton, Mr. Graham, to be forwarded to you, 
nothing further has been heard of the petition. They 
have told me on several occasions that they have no 
confidence in their agent, and I believe this is the 
reason for their wishing me to act on their behalf 
so that they may obtain their rights.

At the present time, Mr. Indian Agent 
Graham, of Lytton, is empowered to offer these Indians 
assistance if they move to other property. If we exprop- 
riate, the indians will receive fair compensation. 


Kelative to the penultimate paragraph of your 
letter, I may say that, on the 7th ultimo, the Department 
wrote to Johnny Kapheal, at Lytton, to the effect that we 
considered it unnecessary for him and those associated 
with him to employ a solicitor in connection with water 
Tecords. It was stated that the officials of this vepart- 
ment, the Dominion Water sowers Sranch and the “rovincial 
Authorities are doing all that is possible in the matter.

Ruling io. 1. You should inform Charlie Cisco that the 
Department requiree his property for the use of the school; 
that we will make any reasonable exchange with re-cstablish- 
ment or compensation and that he would be well advised to 
make arrangements with Mr. Indian Agent Graham for his 
removal. 


I should be glad to have a copy of your letter to 
Cisco, as he may again enlist the services of Mir. C. H. 
. pitts, Barrister, of Ashcroft, who is quite likely to quote 
irom /your earjier letter in this connection.

Further, their instructions to me state thet I om 
to “inform Charlie Oisco that the Department requires his 
property for the use of the Schovul"; and “that they will make 
reasopgable exchange with re-establishment or compensation and 
that he would be well advised to make arrangements with Mr. 
Indian Agemt Graham for his removal. 


I regret that I have misled you in the matter, out 
I am, of gourse, subject to the orders of the Headquarters of 
the Department at ottawa, and their ruling that I have not the 
power to rule as I did, must be correct and final.

I have your 483-A-15/21 of the 17th instant, with 
reference to removing the Cisco family to a parcel of land 
which gan be purchased from the Diocese of Cariboo for the 
sum of $650. I have to inform you that the Deputy 
Superintendent General has approved of this scheme and the 
Department wishes to arrange for the purchase in the 
immediate future. I am today asking the Department of 
Justice to have their agent search title and, if found 
satisfactory, to prepare a conveyance of Lots 7 and 8, Group 
1, C. G., of the East half of Sec. 26, T. 14, R. 27, W. 6th. 
to His Majesty as represented by the Superintendent General 
of Indian Affairs. Before making the purchase, the authority 
of the Governor in Council for the transaction will be 
requested. It is necessary to also secure the authority of 
the Governor in Council if Charles Cisco has to be forcibly 
removed from that portion of the Indian reserve which is 
required for the use of the St. Georges Indian Residential 
School, At an early date, you should personally take Cisco 
to the new property and inform him the Department is 
purchasing it as an Indian reserve for himsel? and family: 
that you have been authorized to expend the sum of J500 in 
getting him re-established in his new home: and that, if 
necessary, the services of the police will be enlisted to 
effect his removal. If you exercise tact in this matter, 

I am very hopeful that it will not be necessary to use the 
authority that is given the Governor in Council by Section 
114 of the Indian Act. You might let me have a special 
report concerning your efforts in this connection. 


Please inform His Lordship the Bishop of Cariboo 
that the Department is making arrangements to accept his 
offer for the property in question. 


Information on our files suggests that the 
parcel at present held by Charles Cisco, between Lots ll 
and 12, and to the west of the Lytton-Lillooet wagon road, 
comprises approximately 15.7 acres.

$650, for an Indian reserve and to Place Cisco thereon, and 
in addition, to allow $500 for his re-establishment. Mr.

reconeiled to the proposal, whieh the Department considers 
@ fair one, and it was hoped that it would not be necessary

As you are to be in Lytton in the early future, 
I should be pleased if you would see the correspondence on 
Mr. Graham's file 4-15/21 and let me have a reconumendation 
as to what course to pursue.

I have your 797-A-15/21 of the 26th ultimo, with 
reference to the proposed removal of Charlie Cisco from his 
holding on Lytton I Reserve No. 21. I note that, in 
spite of his earlier promise, he now refuses to be re-estab- 
lished on the land the Department proposed purchasing from 
the Bishop of Cariboo. You should hold the cheque for $500 
as it is possible that Ciseo might ope at any time to the 
Department's proposal. 1 have rected that the rehase of 
Lote 7 and 8, Group 1, C. G., from the Bishop of Cariboo be 
held in abeyance for the time being. 


I am asking Mr. Commissioner Ditehburn, who purposes 
being in Lytton in the near future in connection with the St. 
George's Indian Residential School, to look into this matter 
of removing Cigeo and to see if he can arrange an amicable 
settlement. It is possible that Ciseo might be willing to do 
business with him. When I have the Commissioner's report in 
the matter before me, the Department will be in a position 
to take further action. You might be prepared to inform Mr. 
Ditehburn if Ciseo has looked over the property on which we 
propose to re-establish him, and, if he has, what reasons 
does he advance to show that it is unsatisfactory to him.

RE: FILE No. 165-0-9. 


I beg to inform you that I have been again 
consulted by Charlie Cisco and his wife in regard to their 
ranch on No. 24 Reserve, Lytton, B. C., In this connection 
I would refer you to the correspondence that has already 
taken place between us, especially your letters of May 3rd 
1927 and May Sth 1927. 


The situation is sore or less explained 
in my letters to you of the 25th of April 1927 and the 13th 
of May 1927 and the enclosures, and I had advised the Indians 
that they would receive fair compensation if their lands 
were expropriated, as stated by you in your letter of the 3rd 
of May. 


I am now consulted again in this regard, 
and am told that both Mr. Lett, the principal of the sciool, 
and Mr, Graham nave told the indians that unless they gave 
up this land they would be deprived of water. 


The only conpessation offered for this 
land ig another ranch, in whtch the water supply is very 
inadequate and on which the soil is not nearly so productive 
as on the land in question, and the local authorities are 
apparently endeavoring to coerce the Jndians into accepting 
tiuis in substitution tor the lands they ow possess. This 
you must agree is not in accordance with the spirit of the 
Indian Act. 


I would further like to voint out that 
my instructicns are that the land in question lay unused for 
a@ long period before my clients, the Ciscos, took it up, they 
purchasing the rights of the proceeding owners. They have 
gone to considerable labour and expense and have now all the 
available arable land under cultivation, having 14 acres 
cultivated out of a total of 16 acres. ‘they have done all 
this in eight yearstime, and now have the reputation of cetting 
the best crops on the reserve. Charlie Cisco is, 1 understand, 
almost blind, but his wife aprears to be a hard working 
woman and seems heart broken at the thought of having to leave 
the ranch they built up to maintain them in their old age. 
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I woula also like to point out that during 
the whole period this land was .ot being worked no effort was 
made by the school to acquire it, and only after eight years 
labour on the part of the Uiscos and the land has shown it's 
quality that they step in and try to oust them. 


I might say that Mrs. Cisco informed me 
that they would be very loath to part with the land for $4,000., 
and in fact, would not consider disposing of it unless 
compelled to do so. 


Z would respectfully suggest that tiis 
matter be given immediate attention, and that these Indiens 
receive the consideration they are entitled to, if the spirit 
of the Act is to be lived up to.

The Indian Charlie Cisco, wh olds acres on 
Lytton No. 21 Indian Reserve, which is requseet for the use 
of the St. George's Indian Residential ool, has been 
interviewed by Mr. Commissioner Litehburn and still refuses 
to accept the land which we proposed to purchase for him 
from the Bishop of Cariboo. The cost of the proposed new 
reserve was to have been $650 and Ur. Indian Agent Graham 
was to administer a cheque for $500 for Cisco's re-estab- 
lishment. I believe Mr. Graham is holdine this cheque. 


Mir. Ditehburn reports that there is strong 
feeling in the community regarding the removal of Cisco, 
and, if the action is taken without the Indian being satis- 
fied, the Commissioner is convinced there would ve much 
criticism. He therefore examined other properties with a 
view to recommending the purchase of a farm that would be 
acceptable to Ciseo. 


ir. Ditehburn recommends that the Lepartment 
purchase a 66.2 acre property, described as Legal Subdiv- 
isions 5, 6, ll and 12 of Sect. 36, T. 13, Kk. 27, whic? 
lies on the left bank of the fraser river, between Siska 
Plats heserves lios. 2 and 5. This property has much 
superior water rights and more suitable buildings than the 
farm we were avout to purchase from the Bishop of Cariboo. 


The property may be purchased for $1,800 from 
Liessrs. Grimmett « Parker, Sarristers, of \ierritt, who are 
acting for the ownere of the land. It appears that, last 
year, they nearly completed a sale for $2,000; so, 
apparently, the proposed price is fair and reasonable.

Mr. Commissioner Litechburn strongly recommends 
that the 66.2 acres referred to be purchased. It appears 
that such action would satisfy Charlie Cisco, and I should 
be giad if you would give your ap: roval.

I have the honour to acknowledge your letter of 
Tune 2nd., with whieh is enclosed copy of a complaint from 
the Rev. L. Dawson, Principal of St. George's Industrial 
School at Lytton, against the Indian Agent, H. Graham. 

Tne situation at Lytton has veen one of the most 
difficult we have had to handle, but like all other conten- 
tions in respect of the use of water, we have tried to be fair 
in our decisions which nave always been made in the light of 
existing conditions. In view of the reference that has teen 
made to this Department, 1 will endeavour to answer your ques- 
tions as clearly as possible; - 
lst. “Has he been able to establish the right of the 
School to the firet record on Botanie “reek ?" - The Board 
of Investigation hae adjudicated on all tne records on Hotanie 
Creek, handing down their decisions which give priority as 
follows:- 

1. New England Company 1864 

2. McKay 1876 

3. Loring 1876 

4,5,6, Indian Preserve 1878 
7. New Fngland Company 1898 
8, e bd Md 1902 on springs 
2nd. "Ie it true that Loring's claim to water in Hotanie 
Creek ranks now only as a third record ?® = Yes, see ansver

3rd. Has the school any record on the springs on tne 


Indian Reserve ?® - yes, see answer to one. 
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Tl ie «The claim that the Indian Agent, Mr- lrwin, nas 
allotted the spring to them with tne consent of tne Indians, 18 
of course, nonsense, &8 Mr. trwin nad no sucn power, and nis 
claim that Mr. Granam has tried to deprive the 8chool of the 
use of domestic water from those springs is quite the opposite 
of what Mr. Graham has assured me" = An application was made 
by the Company for a storage licence in support of licence of 
date 1902 on springs already held. It would appear that no 
eerious objection to this storage application wae entertained 
by tne Indian pepartment and in due course the licence was 
granted. Copy of letter from Ottawa on the point is herewith. 

with respect of the loss of the loss of over 32000.00 
complained of; to & certain extent it may be real, if ur. Dawson 
has in mind the irrigation of Lot 47. Although Mr. Dawson neld 
no record for this Lot, ne for a time insisted on irrigating it, 
there being continual friction as a result. When the Board ad- 
judicated on tne records and pointed out this fact, as Comptroller 
1 enforced recognition of tne law on this point. we are, however, 
granting 4 record for irrigation on this lot for @ limited time, 
that is to say until June i5tn, during which time there will be 
ample water. From what we can gather, all parties are agreeable 
to this and which will enable Vr. Dawson to take at least one 
crop of fodder off tre property. 

when the Board adjudicated on the prior record of tne 
School, @ certain quantity of water was allowed. As the diten 
through which this water 158 earried is a very long one, & large 
portion of water is lost through see page before it reaches the 
property to ve irrigated. Mr. Yawson endeavoured to establish 
through his lawyers that he had tne right to take sufficient 
water to irrigate tne land in question regardless of loss. 


Thies point has now veen settled, leaving it vithin our power to 
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at any time insist on beneficial use of water from the time 

it leaves the stream. As the School has made some improvements 
to the ditch, and since the other water-users are favourably 
inclined, Mr. Dawson will be permitted to irrigate nis land 
through tne diten in question, using the water within reason. 

Now with reference to the dam recently constructed, 
the other water-users entered into co-operation and filed their 
application. Having priority over the application of Mr. Dawson, 
objections were filed; and because of these and the contentions 
of the past, I declined to sustain Mr. Daweon in his application 
for storage until we had some assurance that there would be amic- 
able co-operation with the other users. The objectors to the 
application of «r. Dawson did not appear in person; they were re- 
presented by their solicitors and were not at any time interview- 
ed by this Department on their objections. My decision has veen 
in the light of past contentions and the fact that apparently 
no genuine effort was made to get togetner with the other water- 


users. 
We are keeping in reasonably close touch with the 


situation and 1 see no reason why the Industrial School should 
not eventually have storage privileges with tne other users, 
but it will rest with the authorities of tne School.

with reference to our conference regarding the letter 
of Mr. Dawson as to water rights at Hilton, I regret there is 
little I can say in answer as that gentleman has evidently 
studiously avoided an opportunity of opening up a fair discussion 
on the merits, and lI certainly have no inclination to follow his 
cue and direct a tirade against Indian Agent Graham, the VYater 
Board, the Comptroller and otner persons in authority. 

As near as I can recall, the chief loss suffered by 
the School was that the record it claimed and for many years 
had been using on Lot 47, was disallowed. ™he Board had no option 
in following this course. Our law relating to the acquisition 
and use of water has altered little in the fundamental principle 
for many years. In order to obtain the right to use water on 
any particular hereditaments it is essential that the applicant 
be the owner thereof. In the early Acts, the benifit of which 


was available to the School, this clause was not so stringent 


but any person in Lawful occupation and bona fide cultivating 


lands might secure tne right to use water, Tne School could 
not avail itself even of this special legislation. Lot 47 was 
at the time of the Record granted in 1664 still held by the 

Crown and was not alienated for sometime subsequent to such date ; 


, 


and no right to the use of water thereon existed by law .-

Mr. Dawson, therefore, complains bitterly of a state of affairs 
not caused by any ruling of the Board of Investigation or other 
official. Most men under similar circumstances would remain 
silent and be satisfied tnat "they had got away with it" for 
several years. Naturally the disallowance of this right re- 
duced the allowance of water to which the School was entitled , 
but any right good in law wae not interfered with. 

l am inclined to believe that the lose alleged to 
have been suffered by the School was in respect only of this 
Lot 47, and if such lot was cropped surely it was at the School's 
risk as its officials well knew the condition of affairs. 

It must be distinctly understood that the Board's 
action in disallowing the use of water on Lot 47 was not final; 
if “this Board was prejudiced” the School had the right to appeal 
therefrom to the Court of Appeal. The procedure is simple and 
inexpensive; no appeal having been taken, it can be safely as- 
pumed that the Board's adjudication was good at law. 

The statement that "Mr. Graham actually employed 
Lawyer Cochrane at the Indian Department's expense to appose our 
ancient records and have them cancelled" can be dismissed as 
wholly untrue, My instructions were received direct from tne 
Department of Indian Affairs and at the time of the hearing 
Mr. Graham was entirely ignorant of the flaw in these Records 
as was also the writer until tne case proceeded and the School 
was unable to prove its title to Lot 47. Mr. Graham's instruc- 
tione have always veen eminently fair. The balance of the para- 


graph from which the above statement is taken snows a desire to 


thrust a knife in the agent's back. I do not consider this an 


opportune moment, nor is it necessary, to wash dirty linen 80 


will make no further comments on these statenents.

The other serious matter dealt with by Mr. Dawson 
ie the question of his not being allowed to share in the con- 
struction of the dam on Botannie Lake. There were two reasons 
for this - one, that the School had no present right to more 
than a divereion record from Botannie Creek, and the other that 
neither Mackay, Loring nor the Indians, as a matter of fact, 
could work in harmony with Mr. Dawson. The two former absolute- 
ly refused to consider admitting Mr. Dawson to share in this 
work and the resultant benefits, consequently the Indians had 
no choice. 

I was present at the meeting at which the question 
of storage was considered; there were also in attendance Mr. 
Graham and Messrs Mackay and Loring, with their solicitor, Mr. 
James Murphy. The question was fully looked into after the 
other parties agreed to the Indians sharing in the benefits 
to be derived from this work, and + do not recall the Agent 
saying one word that would influence the others in their deter- 
mination not to work in with Mr. Dawson <- such determination 
was apparent and deep-rooted. 

It was brought out in evidence by Mr. Ditchburn 


that when he was in charge of the School “he had no trouble 


with the Indians; by arranging matters from time to time all 


parties succeeded in obtaining sufficient water." 

Might 1 add that in my dealing with the Indian 
Rights that have come under my jurisdiction I nave at all times 
attempted to show reasonable judgment in opposing conflicting 
interests and in not one of the score of applications have I been 
at all biassed or been requested to oppose valid righte by the 


respective Indian Agente.

In reply to your letter of June 25th, about equitable 
distribution of the water from the springs, if I remember 
correctly, I explained to Mr. Dawson that a head-works could 
be placed with two gates from which water would flow into each 
ditch, the water dividing, a portion going through each gate. 
If each party would not interfere with suc} an arrangement 
there would, in my opinion, be no further trouble. 

Of course it is practically impossible to say at 
this distance what is or is not feasible; one must be 
guided by conditions that exist. Assuming that there is a 
flow of water and two parties are entitled to the use of 
it, the above plan seems to me the only satisfactory way 
out of the difficulty.

{The Honourable the Provincial Secretary has handed 
me your letter of the 27th ult. with an extract from a letter 


from tne Kev, Leonard Dawson, Principal of the Industrial Indian 


School at Lytton, making certain criticisms as to the adminie- 


tration of Justice in this Department. 


Perhaps it would be as well for you to know exact- 
ly the circumstances surrounding this case. 

Mr. Dawson, through his Manager, Mr. Fitzgerald, 
laid an Information against one Loring for cattle stealing and 
as Loring wae 4 brother-in-law of our Chief Constable for the 
District, I at once wired the Chief Constable to take no part 
in the prosecution so that it could not be said that he had in 
ahy way influenced it. I then instructed a barrister from 
Vancouver to go to Lytton to act for the Crown at the prelimin- 
ary hearing, so that Mr. Dawson would possibly have no ground 
for complaint. When he arrived there he found that Mr. Dawson 
nad already retained a Private trosecutor, so that there was 
nothing further for him to do but return. The case was dis- 
missed by the Magistrate, and the Private Prosecutor asked to 
have himeelf bound over to prosecute at the Assize to be held 
at Clinton, under a section of the Code - but of course this 
carried with it a penalty of costs againet the Private Prosecu- 
tor should he be unsuccessful in his prosecution. 

Mr. Dawson then took the matter up with this 
Departinent and wished us to indict the prisoner in the ordinary 
way so that he would be relieved of the payment of costs. After 
looking into the matter, I came to tne conclusion that it was 
fot a proper case to indict and 1 refused to do so. Mr. Dawson 


tnen proceeded and placed his case before the Grand Jury and a 
y ar 
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true bill was found; the case was then tried by a Petit Jury 
and Loring was acquitted. The Presiding Judge passed some very 
serious remarks about the way that the Private Prosecution had 
acted and inflicted costs against Mr. Vawson's informant in 
favour of Loring. 

You will now see what little justification there 
is for the criticism which Mr. Pawson offers of this Department. 
From what I nave seen ef Mr. Dawson, 1 think he is a gentleman 
who has been always more or less a trouble with his neighbours, 
and 1 would suggest that you look carefully into any complaints 


made vy him, before acting upon then.

REASONS FOR 


In this action, assuming, without deciding, that 
the proceedings have been terminated in favour of the Plaintiff, 
I am of the opinion that the action fails because it has not 
been shown there was not reasonable and probably cause for 
instituting criminal proceedings. 

™he condition of Fitzgerald's mind on the morning 
of the arrest was, 1 think, this. ve had been in the employ 
of the “iesion Company for about two yeare = ne entered that 
employ sometime early in 1911. ji@ wae an old resident of Lytton 
and up to the time of construction of tne railway, tnere was 
no butcher shop in that tow. The construction of the Canadian 
Northern being started, or reaching the vicinity of tne town, 

a butcher shop was opened and butchering, presumably to a large 
extent, went on. 

From the time Fitzgerald entered the employ of the 
Mission Company in 1911 until April 1912, none of their cattle 
disappeared, The butcher shop was being conducted throughout 
that period. About that time, April 1912, the Plaintiff pur- 
chased the butcher shop. During the summer of 1912, from 
April to November, no less than 16 or 17 head of Vission 
Cattle disappeared, and it is to be noted, all these cattle 


were fit for butchering. 
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The Mission people were not engaged in the cattle 

business, they merely kept a small herd, 34 head of animals 
or thereabouts. Just sufficient for their supply, and possibly 
for that of their Industrial School. 

Loring being an old resident to Fitzgerald's knowledge 
Fitzgerald had reasonable cause to believe that Loring knew 
the Mission people were not in the cattle business, and con- 
sequently it would be somewhat unusual if they nad sold cattle 
to anyone. Fitzgerald also knew and had reasonable cause to 
believe that Loring knew, that the Mission cattle, ranging 968 
they did be tween the Fraser River and the Thompson close to 
the junction thereof could scarcely stray to the extent of nalf 
of the head in 6 or 7? months, so far as to absolutely disappear 
Fitzgerald also knew he had requested Loring some month or two 
before this occurrence, to report any strays belonging to the 
Mission that he might come across in his travels as a cattle 
dealer. He further had heard from two Indians on separate 
occasions, detailed accounts of alleged cattle stealing on the 


part of Loring. 


Now in that condition of things, ne comes into the 


town of Lytton, finds in Loring's butener corral one of the 
Mission cattle - that i8 in a place where he had reasonable 
cause to believe the animal was for tne purpose of being slaugh- 
tered. lt is to be noted tnis corral is not in the town of 
Lytton, but on the extreme edge of the town, and not ina place 
where cattle would be likely to ve observed sufficiently to be 
identified. In fact it is probably only on account of the 
Mission people using brass or metal tags that Fitzgerald ob- 
served this particular cow in Loring's corral; and it is 
further to be noted that even if the Plaintiff's corral was 80 
close to town that any person could observe cattle in it, it 
would not follow by any means that anyone would suspect, if 
they saw strange brands, that the cattle were stolen, vecause 


butchers in the upper country, or anywhere, buy cattle from 
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numerous pergons and the cattle in the corral consequently bear 


many brands. 

Under all these circumetances I think Fitzgerald 
had reasonable and probable cause for laying the Information, 
but it is to be remembered the onus is on the Plaintiff to show 
he nad not. Then Fitzgerald says he went and laid the matter 
vefore the policeman at Lytton, not for the purpose of having 
criminal proceedings taken, but in order that the policeman 
might come down and authorize him to take the cow out of the 
corral, ne thinking he had no right to do that on nis own 
initiative. It wae the policeman apparently who first suggested 
criminal proceedings, and Fitzgerald being an ex-policeman 
nimself sat down and wrote out the Information. lle then went to 
the Magistrate in Lytton, who was an old resident there, and who 
is not a cattle man as shown by the evidence. He was for a long 
time road superintendent, and is now apparently living in retire- 
ment. He laid before this Magistrate, Mr. Stevenson, all the 
facts and the Magistrate took such a serious view that he said 
it was a case for a warrant. Mr. Stevenson, the Nagistrate, 
being an old resident of Lytton, must have Known Loring was a 
farmer living in that vicinity, and must have known, presumably, 
that Loring was at that time in town, or would be very shortly, 
inasmuch as he had veen conducting a butcher business there for 
some 6 or 8 months previous. That in itself is, I1 think, a 
fair test of whether there was reasonable and probable cause for 
Fitzgerald taking the action he did. 

I am not at all sure that Fitzgerald could not 
escape liability if there was not reasonable and probable cause, 
on the ground that he laid all the facte tefore the Vagistrate 
and the Wagistrate directed a warrant should issue. It is true 


the evidence is not as clear on that point as it might be, but

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Evidence taken at Lytton, June 25rd, 1915, in investigation 
of charges preferred by Mr. Leonard Dawson, Pringvipal 
of St. Georges Industrial School, against 


H. Graham, Indian Agent, and others. 


MR. DAWSON -- The loss of hay referred to through 
want of a — aa was on Lot 47 and refers to the second 
crop of tap and Clover generally grown each year on Lot 47. 
Witness could not tell what was the average crop of hay 
grown on this lot for three years prior to 1914, and appealed 
to Mr.e Fitzgerald who said 116 loads would be about the 
average first crop on that land for the years 1911-12-15 « 14. 
No definite amount was stated for the second crop, but both 
Dawson and Fitzgerald said that the second crop in 1914 was 
less than the secomd crop in former years. The loads were not 
weighed but Mr. Fitzgerald was sure they went considerably 
over a ton. The loss on potatoes was not on Lot 47 but on 
the home lot or school farm. There were 7 acres of potatoes 
in 1913 and 9 acres in 1914. A proper crop of potatoes for 
the 9 acres would be 80 tons and in 1914 they only got 50 
toms. Shortage of water was an annual occurrence and there 
was interference with the water in 1912 and 1915 as well as in 
1914. ‘The fruit trees which suffered from want of water 
comprised peach, plum, apple and cherry. Mr. Dawson did 
not know the number but Mr. Fitzgerald said: 60 peach trees, 
50 plum and he did not remember the number of apple and 
cherry trees. All the peach trees died except 5; there were 
50 odd trees died in all. The ground was cultivated around 
the trees. They were planted in 1912. Mr Dawson stated the 
market price of hay to be $50.00 to $40.00 per ton; Mr. 


Fitzgerald said the average price was $15.00; Mr. Dawson said 


they delivered it in town for $24.00 per ton and got $19.00 
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per ton on the ground. The price of potatoes was 420.00 
pwr ton which was the least price obtained by the school. 
The fruit trees cost on an average 35¢ each. The sohool 
eld no record for Lot 47 but had the oldest record on 
Botannie Creek. Witness made application in June 1914 
for a record from Botannie Creek for Lot 47, said record being 
both to divert and to store. This application was refused 
by Mr. Young on October 8th, 1914 and was granted by him 
in part on November lith, 1914. One benefit already ob- 
tained from this application so far as right to use 
Botahnie Creek water on Lot 47 is concerned, is the per- 
mission given by Mr. Young, Water Comptroller, to use the 


under 
water up to June 15. ‘The partial grant s& this application 


is cotained in Mr. Young's letter in the following words: 


"The application in so far as taking and using is con- 
cerned will for the present stand." 


The permission to use water on Lot 47 from the Botannie 
diteh was given verbally and witness had no documentary 
evidence to establish it. The New England Company bought 
their holdings in 1901 from a man named Seward and the 
estate they bought ¢ompriged the land and improvements thereon 
and the water records., It was not until the Water Board 
investigated the record holdings in that vicinity that 
exception was taken to the right of the school to use the 
water from their Botannie ditch on Lot 47 and no objection 
had been made by the neihbors for first watering. Seward's 
clearing on Lot 47 contained about 60 acres and the school 
have since cleared 15 acres more. The grievance of the 
school in the matter of being denied the right to join in 
the storage scheme in conneotion with the Botannie Creek 
dan dates from a meeting held in the Hotel Lytton at which 


there were present, Loring, McKay, Indian Agent and Mr. 
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Fitzgerald who represented the School, while Loring was reps 
resentéd by Mr. Lucas, Mr. MoKay by Mr. Murphy and Mr. 
Cochrane represented the Indians. They all agreed to appoint 
an engineer to survey the site of the dam. Christie & 

Dawson of Kamloops were chosen, the expense to be borne 
equally and the result to be reported. Mr. MoKay said that the 
the dam wouldn't hold enough for all. Subsequently to this 
meeting Mr. Graham invited me to his office to meet Mr. 


Cochrane with reference to the dam. In my report of 1914 


I mentioned a serieusstate of affairs with reference to 


water and in reply I received a letter from the Department 
No 446, 303 dated June 16, 1914 (Letter marked ixhibit "A", 
T en I made the application suggested in that letter and it 
was turned down as I have before said on October 8th, when 
I became convinced that Mr. Young had become béassed 
against me. After first agreeing to go in together I was 
advised by Mr. Young through my lawyers, Messrs. Tupper, 
Kitto & Wrightman, that the others were going on with the 
scheme fer storage in Botannie dam and I was to be left out. 
The letter was dated Sept. 23, 1914 and the last paragraph 
stated: 

"In respeot of the application of your client I will 
write you in a few days. The history of the situation 
in Lytton in respect of your client is that there has 
been for a number of years a series of contentions 
more or less bitter, and in view of this state I wbll 
have to consider granting a licence to those who have 
already applied for storage independent of your 
client, possibly refusing him." 

My complaint against Indian Agent Graham in this matter of 
storage is that as Agent he did not look after the interests 
of the school which he should not have allowed to be left 
out, and he should not have hindered as I believe he did. 


There were four parties interested in the storage at 


Botannie Lake. Mr. McKay had the first right to store water 
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in Botannie dam and built an old dam which had rotted down 
over ten years ago. Swan-Benson, contractors, offered to put 


a dam in that would cost $10000.09 and would have been there 


for all of us after they got through ,but Mr. Drummond who 


was Agent at the time wouldn't give them permission. When 
the first meeting was held to store water the only record to 
atore was held by Mr. McKay and it specified Botannie Lake. 

I told Mr. Young that he had been influenced to keep the 
school out and he did not deny it. I said so to Mr. Graham 

in his office and he did not say anything. The reason I 

have for saying that Mr. Graham has an interest in Loring's 
farm is that he works there. He worked there last Sunday. 

lie worked there Whitmonday. He called down one of the Lorings 
for feeding his horse at the haystack and said "we can sell 
all the hay."(Witness refused to give the name of the one 

who told him that he heard Mr. Graham make that remark) 

A young fellow named Blachford was fined by a magistrate 

for supplying liuuor to Indians. He subsequently sold an 
animal to Mr. Graham to pay the fine and that cow now has the 
Loring brand upon it. It was Mr. Fitzgerald who told me that 
Blachford sold the cow to Mr. Graham and Fitzgerald told me 
that the cow no has Loring's brand. Mr Graham pays for 

things used at Loring's by his own cheque. I do not know this 
put I was told so; Mir. Fitzgerald told me 60. Mr. Graham has 
an interest in teams working on the government road. I know 
this because he asked me for work for hia teams at the time 
Lorings were hauling some logs for me. I know Mr. Graham has 
an interest in the saw-mill with Lorings because he acknow=- 
ledged to the timber inspeotor that he had. The timber 
inspector's name I think is Gamble. Mr. Fitzgerald told me. 

I know that Mr. Graham employed Mr. Cochrane to oppose the 


sohool records because Mr. Cochrane said in court "I object 
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to those two records of 1864 and 1867" The school has a 
record on the springs dated 1902 and it covers three springs, 
one on government land, one on reserve No. 21 and one on the 
line between Nos. 2 and 22. The proof that Mr. Graham is 
trying to take away our domestic water from the springs will 
be found in his letter to Mr. Young and Mr. Young's reply to 
the same. ( exhibits "B" and "C") It was on April 6th Mr. 
Graham held a meeting at which Witness, Fitzgerald, Chief 

Paul McCarty, Charlie Spintlum and Bete were present. It was 
agreed that the school was to have one spring and Spintjum the 
other, and Spintlum was to extend his ditch up to the spring. 
it was the same date Mr. Graham wrote to Mr. Young. The 

reason I say Lorings steal our water is that Mr. Fitzgerald 

in the presence of another party heard Mr. Loring say that he 
meant to interfere with the ditch by meddling with the gate 
and turning the water into the creek and I had to place a man 
at tne head of the ditch to camp there to protect ourselves. 
They also tapped by a ditch above the house. This stealing of 
the water extended up to about 12 months ago. The cattle 
stealing was over a definite period between April and 

November 1912. One of the stolen cattle was found in the slaugh- 
ter house here. The skins that they were selling at that time, 
many had the brand burnt out. I did not see these, but 

Goldberg wgo bought the skins did. This matter of the cattle 
stealing was adjudicated upon in 1912 and 1913. The first 
hearing was before the magistrate in Lytton. That case was diam 
missed but Mr. Fitzgerald was bound over to prosecute at the as 
assizes. The next hearing was an action instituted by Loring « 
against Mr. Dawson for malicious prosecution which tock place 
in Vancouver before Mr. Justice Murphy and terminated in my fax 


favour. The assize case was heard at Clinton before Mr. 
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Justice Gregory when the case against Loring for cattle 
stealing resulted in a verdict of"not guilty". The fourth 
hearing was vefore Chief Justice Hunter who disposed of the 
case by giving judgment for the defendant and said that he 
believed Dawson and Fitzgerald and did not believe Loring . 
I said in tie public prints what I thought of Mr. Justice 
Gregory's decision. Subsequent to the prosecution of 
Loring for cattle stealing there was no more cattle stealing 
done in the neighborhood. 

I say that Mr. Graham helped to keep the school out 
of the joint storage scheme on Botannie dam by not sticking 


up for us.

Q Does the information I gave you to come to my office 
to disouss the matter of a joint dam with Mr. Cochrane look 
as if I was hindering you getting in on the storage? 


Ans. I neve nothing to say as to that.

Ane -I was not there to see. 

Q.- Did not Mr. Young himself turn the water off that day 
on account of the whole of the water being lost through 
seepage?

to turn the water from their ditch into your ditch that 


day? 
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Q. For what reason did you do this if not to deceive? 

Ans- My reason was to give us sufficient water to irrigate

Q If your own water had been running in your ditch that 
day why did you want to take Indian water from their ditch? 
Ans- Because a small quantity was not sufficéent to go over 
the land. 

Q.- Are you not wrong in saying that Mre Drummond refused 
Swan-Benson's application? 

Ans .-No 

Q.~ Would you be surprised to know that I was Agent at the 
time and did all I could with Swan-Benson to get their dam 
built? 

Ans.-That must be a subsequent occasion you are referring to- 
Q.- Did not Mr. Lucas act for Mr. McKay at the first meeting 
of the Water Board? 

Ane.-Not at the beginning 

Q.- Why do you say that I poisoned Mr. Young afainst you? 
Ans.-Because when I asserted that to Mr. Young he did not 
deny it.

Q.- Would you expect me to refuge Mr. Young when he asked

Q.- What proof have you, Mr. Dawson, that Mr. McKay waived 

his storage right on BSotannie Lake as you say he did ? 

Ans.-Towards the end of the second meeting of the Commision 

when matters were informal, I went up to Mr. Imoas and said, 
if you can get Mr. MoKay to waive his prior claim to the dam 

we all could work together.

Ans.-In your position it is. 

Qe= Do you know who came to me to buy the animal? 

Ans.-No 

Q-- Would you be surprised to know that the man who was 
selling the animal did not come to me at all? 

Ans.-I have nothing to say. 


Q.- Have you any evidence that I pay for anything bought 
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Ans.-Not that I can produce 

Q. Have you authorized lire Fitzgerald to keep his eye on 
me and carry everythingbto you concerning my actions? 
Ans.-Certainly not. 

How do you keep track of these dates I was seen working on 


Loring's farm? 


Ans.-I remember these particular dates I mentioned; the 


Qudians have told me of seeing you there often. 

Q.- (By Inspector) Do you encourage the Indians to discuss 
matters of this kind with you? 

Ans.-No, but they come to me with their troubles. 

Qe= Did you personally see me there on the dates you 
mention? 

Ans. I saw you personally on Whitmonday, but not on Sunday 
Q. Did I not tell you at our meeting on April 6th last 
that I would ask write Mr. Young and ask him whether any 
records had been granted you on springs on the Indian 
reserve?

Ans.-Yes, the location of it. 


Q.- Was there any water in it? 

Ans. That day there was none showing 

we- Did I not say that day that I was not justified in asling 
the Indians to dig & ditch to where there was no water? 
Ans.-le 

Q.- Was it not on that account that I said I would write 
to Mr. Young? 

Ans.-You said you would write to Mr. Young to satisfy 

the Indians 

Qe- Did I not show you & letter later from Mr. Young, 
saying that no record had been granted you for water on 
any Indian reserve? 

Ans.-I have no recollection 

Q.- Did I not say to you a day or two later in my office 
thet I was prepared to meet you half way in the matter of 
domestic water from spring, but that I could not give to 
any person any right to an Indian spring? 

Ans.-I do not remember 

Q.- Did I not tell you then that I thought the best way 
would be to collect all the water from these springs in 
a tank and give a continuous flow afxkakixanxinek through 
a half inch pipe to the Indians?

Q-e- Did Mr. Cochrane not oppose your record on the epring 
before the Water Board?

(Here Mr. Graham tendered as evidence exhibit "6", 
being a memo of the manner in which they were 
described and drew attention to the fact that 
no mention is made of them being on an Indian 
reservey which he claimed was calculated to 
deceive the Water Commissioner and secure 4 record 
by stealth. He also cited a memo from the 
Department's Schedule of Indian Reserves and 
Water Rights page #3 of the edition of 
in which the Department claime these springs for 
the Indians--exhibit "H") 
Qe- Do you not remember the Board giving instructions to 
have these springs re-surveyed? 
Ans.-To 
Q.- Do you not remember lire Parker and Mir. Mackintosh 
going over and re-surveying these springs? 
Ans.-No. I have no recollection of them having made the 
re-survey.

(Mr. Dawson tendered declarations made by Messrs. 
Fitzcerald and Smith with reference to flow of water 
from spring to Spintlum---Fxhibats "I" and "J") 
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MR. GRAHAM**The loss mentioned by Mr. Dawson in his com- 
plaint to the Department is fictitious as regards him being 
prevented from using water to which he had any right, for he 
mentions a loss of hay om Let 47 and he had no right to 
use water on Lot 47. If there was any loss on the home 
lot it was due to him using the water on land he had no 
record for. I think the figure mentioned of 116 loads of 
hay fer the first crop is about right. His claim of loss 
of 50 tons of potatoes on the home ranch does not agree 
with what he told me for I heard him say last year that he 
had 80 tons of potatoes and all grown on the home ranch. 

I think if they had kept the water munning on the home 
ranch where they had a right to use it they would not have 
lost so many of the fruit trees. The principal .oss sustained 
by the school from insufficient itrigation is due to their 
own defective ditch which is excessively long and goes 
through soil which permits great loss from seepage. At the 
time Mr. Young turned the water off the ditch there was 4 
loss of 47 miners' inches from seepage» Some of the loss 
in fruit trees also was due to bad cage of the trees. 
Those given them free by the government were choked out 
with alfalfa in addition to being deprived of the amount 
of water they should have had. The prices mentioned by 


Mx. Dawson are also excessive. For potatoes $15.00 to 


$17.00 per ton is @ good average price and $20.00 per 


ton for hay is higher than the average price. 

The decision given by the Water Board confirmed the 
New England Company in first right to water in Botannie 
Creek but confined its use to lots 11 and 12 and reduced 
the amount. Mr. Young made careful examination of the 


water situation; I dont know whether he had been sent 
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for on that occasion. I know of no instance in which I 
sought to poison anyone's mind. I think Mr. Young, tha 
Water Comptroller, a fair and capable man and not to be 
influenced by anyone beyond what he believes to be his duty. 
This is not merely my own opinion, but I have heard nothing 
but the most favourable comment on the Water Comptroller's 
work and that of the Water Board. I deny that I ever worked 
against the school, and I have done a great deal for it 

and helped Mr. Dawson out in every way I could, consistent 
with my duty. I have put myself out to obtain pupils for 
him. Mr. Dawson reported me to Ottawa for not getting 
pupils. I told Mr. Dawson wyere they were to be had and 
advised the Depart: ent to that effect and was told by the 
Department that I had done right in notifying Mr. Dawson 
where his pupils were to be found, and after that it was 
for him to get them himself. 

As far as the storing of water in Botannie dam is con- 
cerned I tried to get an arrangement for all four. We held a 
meeting in the Lytton Hotel re storage of this water. At 
that meeting Mr. MoKay said that he didn't believe the dam 
would hold enough foe all four claimants, and he didn't think 
he could wotk with Mr. Dawson. He said that nobody could 
work with Mr. Dawson and Mr. Loring got up and said the 
game thing. Mr. MoKay said that he was perfectly willing 


to go in with Mr. McKay and the Indians, and then Mr. Cochrane 


advised me that when Mr. McKay who had the storage right, 


held those views, I had better fall in with the other two. 

I did not employ Mr. Cochrane, as lir. Dawson states. 
It was the Department who employed him and I think it was 
a wise appointment and the Indians have got full benefit 


from it. In Mr. Cochrane's work before the Water Board he 
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Mr. Graham 


clashed with lr. Dawson. To a certain extent the interests 
of the Indians and the school were opposed. The first thing 
Mr. Cochrane opposed in behalf of the Indians as against the 
school was the school record on Botannie Creek. His ground 
of objection was that they had more land under cultivation 
than their record woyld warrant. The Indian record was only 
fourth and fot that reason he should oppose giving so much 
to the school, when they were using more than their record 
would call for. They were remonstrated with because of this 
excessive use of water and there was agument on it before 
the Water Board. It is not true that I tried to take 

away water from the school for domestic purposes. In the 
matter of the springs on the Indian reserve the intereests of 
the Indians and of the school xx clashed and in that case I 
considered that my duty lay with the Indians. I dont think it 
would injure the Indians to allow Mr. Dawson to have water 
from the springs for domestic purposes and where the school 
could be benefited without injury to the Indians I was 
always willing to do what I could to meet Mr. Dawson half 
way to that purpose and I did so. The spring is on the 
Indian reserve and the water belongs to the Indians, but I 
know that the school needs the water for domestic purposes 
and under those conditions I was and am willing to divide 

up with the school. I have had clashes with Mr. Dawson 

on various things, but on most matters of business we are 
able to hit it off. I have found him very obstinate and 
unreasonable in the matter of water. I dont think he has 


shown a disposition to meet the Indians fairly in the matter 


of water, especially with the springs end the dam. I have not 


had much difficulty with him os regards the creek. I had 
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never heard of Indian Agent Irwin and the Indians allotting 
the spring to the school until Mr. Dawson told me. I dis- 
beiieved it then and I told Mr. Dawson that no Indian Agent 
had the right to give an Indian spring to the school. I 
did hear of occasional friction between Mr. Ditcham and the 
other claimants to water on Botannie Creek, but have every 
reason to believe that the general relations between them 
were neighborly and accommodating. Mr. Ditcham himself told 
me that he was willing to share up and be neighboriy with 
them. I object to Mr. Dawson saying in his complaint to the 
Department that I was trying to take away their water for 
domestic purposes from the spring and doing it "on the 
specious plea of defending the rights of an Indian named 
Spintlum? I have worked for the Indians and defended their 
rights and in doing so there was never anything specious 
nor make-believe about it. Mr. Dawson has always had trouble 
about that spring. I say this because of complaints that 
were continually being made to me by Indians about it. There 
was one family and different members of it would come com- 
plaining to me. I went out time and again to investigate 
amd in most cases found that the Indians' complaints were 
right and they were without water. Mr. Fitzgerald's evidence 
is in the main correct, but it has very little to do with 
the point at issue for it refers only to tbe period since 
the Spintlum ditch was put in, and the times I investigated 
was before the ditch was put ine 

Every charge made by Mr. Dawson about me being mixed up 
in other things on the outside are absolutely false. I have 


no interests outside the Indian Agency. I had a freighting o 


outfit that I was interested in before I was Indian Agent, 
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and I had it after, but I did not let it take any of my 


time. Ther was no one in partnership with me; I had it 


myself, and after I became Indian Agent I had a manager who 


was Zimmy Innes. I dont think the Lorings are the criminals 
Mr. Dawson represents them to be. They are not South Mexican 
half-breeds as he has stated. Mr. Loring was an American and 
had served with the U. S. army in Mexican war and was a 
pensioner of that country. Mrs. Loring was born in Victoria, 
B. C. The community generally do not share lir. Dawson's 
estimate of them. I am a personal friend of the Lorings. 

I go up there any spare time, and as I am not of a lazy 
disposition I work with them, but I never received wages 

for it, nor have I any interest with them in the ranch 
whatever. I have not known of any particulat disagreement 
between Lorings and the Indians. The dislike of the Indians 
to Lorings is directed against one member of the family who 
had a butcher shop in Lytton and they blamed him for taking 
cattle that they Jost and in that way tried to incriminate 

me in the charges they made against me. I think it is false 
what Mr. Dawson said in his evidence about Loring having 
skins in his possession with the brands burnt out. The 
credit taken by Mr. Dawson of having been the originator of 
the scheme for damming Botabnie Lake is groundless. It was 
mooted many years before he came to the district, and I 
myself tried to get the different parties interested in it 

to get together 8 years ago to put in the dam. I think it was 
back in 1876 that Mr. MoKay got his record to store water in 
Botannie Lake. in order to get the Indians into the scheme 
for damming I had to fall in with whoever built the dam 


and both McKay and Loring absolutely refused to have Mr 
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Dawson in it; and as the Indians had a record to put water i 
into Botannie Lake from Skoonka Creek, I couldn't let the 
opportunity for storing to pass and so I fell in with the 
other two parties, for I claim that to the Indians I owe 
my first duty. I believe in helping the school wherever an 
opportunity offers and the interests of the Indians are 
not injured thereby. I am of the belief that there are 
instances where the interests of the Indians and of the 
school are opposed and other instances where they are 
identical. There was not the disagreement in Ditcham's time 
which there has been since Mr- Dawson came and I believe 
that Mr. Dawson is in a large measure responsible for the 
clashing- 

Mr. Dawson has never had a friendly feeling to 
me ever since I was appointed. He even wrote artickes against 
me in an English magazine which he was not justified in 
writing for he didn't. The allegations in the article were 
actionable and if I had been a free agent I would have taken 
action against him as I was advised to do. I am not the only 
one Mr. Dawson cannot get along with. I think he could count 
all the friends he has in town on the fingers of one hand.

Mr. Dawson's statement 4s te the amount to which the Water 
Board cut down the lew England recoras need not be discussed as 
the Indian Agent seems to be in no way responsible for it nor 
connected with it, and the Department of Indian Affdire are not 
likely to be interested in an disagreement between the 
Principal of St. Georges School and the Water Comptroller. The 
reason for the reduction in quantity so far as the Comptroller 
is concerned, is set forth ir his letter marked Pxhibit "". 

The principal grievance of St. Georges Industrial School 
is in not bedding allowed to participate in the building of the 
storage dam on Rotannie Lake. That the fact of being thus de- 
barred from partici; ating in that project means a more or less 
serivus material loss, there can be no question. The poiht to 
be determined is why they were debarred and who is responsible 
for it. Mre Dawson says the Indian Agent is responsible and Mr. 


Graham and others say Mr. Dawson is. Much evidence was taker 


on that point, but the weight of j evidently favours Mr. Craham's 


stention. A careful examinatior of the evidence will show 
that those who wanted to keep Mr. Dawson out (and it was 
Messre. Loring and MoKay who wanted to do s0) had two good 
reasons for it. The one was that the school having no storace 
right but merely a diversion right, were in no position to 
contribute any Legal strength to the partnership; and the other 
and main reason was that Mr. Dawson had managed to make himself 


personally objectionable to these two men by his tendency to

These were ti he Indians 

‘ould contribute some legal strength and substance to the 

enterprise by holding a storage right on Skoonka Creek whose 

waters could be diverted into Botannie Lake; moreover t1 

(the Indiars) were not persorally objectionable to Messrs 


Loring and McKay who had always neighbored with them on satis- 
factory texrms;and one of whom (McKay) held the first storage 
right on Botannie Lake. Besides, they could contr! 

share of expense and labour in the building of the dam, which 
they did. Under these circumstances I am satisfied that Mr. 
Graham, acting on the advice of Mr. Cochrane, solicitor for 
Indians, was not only justified in entering into arrangements 
to have the Indians included in the storage scheme, no matter 
whether the school was to be taken in or left out, but he 


would have been guilty of bad management and seriovs neglect 


to the Indians if he had failed to get them in. 


e plainer this matter of the benefit to be derived 


from possession of the Indians' storage right on Skoonka Creek, 


some knowledge of the topography of the locality is necessary 


ry. 
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The Fraser valley in which St. Ceorges Industrial School is loc- 


ated, at this point runs ap} roximately north and south, and the 


Thompson empties in from tle east at a point about two miles 
below and south of St« Georges. Botannie Creek flows into the 
Thompson from the north, thus paralleling the Fraser from which 
is separated by 4 high range of hills terminating southward 
the Thompson River, the three streams forming the three sides 
quadrilateral. The drainage basir of Botannie Creek is very 
short--not more than about 16 or 17 miles. Botannie Creek dces 
not flow out of Botannie Iake, but seems to rise some distance 
south of it. Skoonka Creek does not drain into Botannie Lake 
but flows past the north end of it in a southeasterly direction 
tow.rds the Thompson into which it empties a few miles farther 
up than the | ’ t which Botannie Cree empties. Py diverting 
the water from Skoonka Creek @ short dietance up, it can be made 
to discharge into Botannie Iake basin. This has been done and 
the dam on Botannie Lake is now full. Mr. Dawson should see that 
when the Indians have this storage water right on Skoonka, t! is 
should be sufficient reason for the Indians being taken in. I 
cannot see therefore that the point against the Indian Agent is 
well taken on Mr. Dawson's part and it has not been established: 
Mr. Dawson's complaint that the Water Comptroller had been 
poisoned against him by the Indian Agent is one which doas not 
appear to be capable of satisfactory proof either for o1 gainst. 
r. Dawson bases his preof on his own statement +t! he had 
charged each and neither had denied. Both Mr. Young 
Graham regard the charge as too preposterous to be discussed, 
and probably this reluctance to discuss was what Mr. Dawson 
interpreted as failure to deny. Before dismissing that feature 
f the complaint I may say t) at I have had good opportunity to 
note how generally satisfactory Mr. Young's work is rega d over 


+ 


the province. He is one of the few men who could safely be trusted 
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with the large power given him under the presert Water Act, for 
he does not appear to be influenced by any personal likes or 
dislikes, and I fail to see wherein he has shown any disposition 
to show prejudice to Mr. Dawson cr the New England Company. 

Turning to the charge that Mre Graham “actually employed 
lawyer Cochrane to oppose his records" this is disproven by Mr. 
Graham's evidence taken in conjunction with the statement of 
Mr. Cochrane (Exhibit "P") and Mir. Dawson had no evidence in 
support of it except his own statement. 

The matter of right to the springs does not appear to be 
clear. ‘The letter of Mir. Young, Water Comptroller, makes it 
evident that there is some right on springs held by the New 


England Company uhder a record dated 1902, and such right is 


claimed by Ure Dawson in his evidence (page 5). The description 


of the springs in applicatior made by the New England Company 
for their record of 1902 is shown in Exhibit "G". Mr. Graham 
brought out in evidence (pages 10 4 11) that a re-survey was 
ordered by the Water Board and ad been made. A plan of this 
survey will be seen in part of Exhibit "oO", obtained from Water 
Rights Branch of the Lands Department at Victoria. Nevertheless 
these springs are claimed for the Indians by the Department of 
Indian Affairs as will be seen on pege 65 of the Schedule of 
Indian Reserves for Reserves lio. 21 & 22. Mre Graham's conten- 
tion is that the record of 1902 claimed by the New England 
Company is not good inasmuch as it was obtained by a wrong 
description in the appiication, which tended to mislead the 
resident Water Commissio:er who issued it, and in this conten- 
tion he seems to be borne out by the statement of the Water 
Comptroiler (Exhibit """) where he says: 


"The Water loard has no authority to grant a record to the 


New England Company for water off any of the Reserves" 
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The additional claim to the water from the springs on the reserve 
which Mr. Dawson sought to establish in his reference to Mr. 
Irwin, does not seem to be borne out in the letter from ir. Irwin, 
(Exhibit "Q@). Even if it were so that Mr. Irwin had done as 
Claimed by Mr. Dawson, that could have no bearing on the case 


so far as present réght is concerned, for Mr. Irwin had no power 


to grant water beionging to the Indians to any other person. 


The next phase in connection with Mr. Dawson's complaint 
about the springs is that Ur. Graham was trying to deprive him 
of the vse of domestic water from the springs. In view of the 
conversations which passed between them, as shown in the evidence 
and also the letters, it is rather remarkable that Mr. Dawson 
shouid make this charge against the Agent. Apart from Mr. Dawson8s 
assertion to that effect there does not seem to he anything to 
bear it out. On the contrary it seems to be pretty well estab- 
lished from tbe evidence that Mr. Graham recognized the need 
of the school for domestic water from t e Indian sprinzs and 
was always willing to facilitate matters in that direction. 
Exhibits "D" and "E" appear to show very conclusively that there 
Was no contumacy or wanton opposition on Mr. Graham's part, but 
rather a desire to concede .s much as he possibly coul@ without 
injury to the Indians. It is very true that he remonstrated 
against the Indian Spintlum being deprived of water from the 
springs both for domestic purposes and for irrication. Why his 
doing so should be characterized by lr. Dawson as a"specious 
plea" does not appear clear. The evidence of Fitzgeraid and Smit) 
and also their sworn depositions put in by Mr. Dawson and to be 
found as "I" and "J" of the Exhibits to refute the claim that 
any of the Indians had been deprived of domestic water, will be 


seen at the bottom of page 14 of the evidence to refer only 
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to the time "since Spintium put that Aaittle ditch up the hill" 
and in his letter to the Water Comptroller (Exhibit "B") Mr. 
Graham specifies “last seagson.". Thus this part of the

The charges which Mr. Dawson makes against Loring 's of 
stealing water ara stealing cattle belonging to the school is, 
so far as the cattle are concerned, a revival of civil and 
criminal cases adjudicated upon in the courts of this province 
and somewhat fully set 1 on pages 5 and 6 of Mr. Dawson's 
evidence and in Exhibits “se "T" and "U". It will be noted that 
in his charge against Loring's ‘ir. Dawson says: "have for years 
done their test to hurt us by stealing our cattle and water" 
which implies that cattle and water are still being stolen 
from him, but in his evidence he corrects this and restricts 
the cattle stealing to 4 definite period in 1912 but still ignores 
he fact that two Courts of this Province had lready decided 
that Lorings had not been guilty of cattle-stealing at ali 
+ adjudicate upon the charge of 
but on that of malicious prosecution 
altogether the text of Justice Murphy's decisior 
(Mxhibit "U"). The Lorings, 39° far as I can learn, bear & good 
reputation in the community, and in view of the adjudication of 
some years ago I do not think Mr. Dawson was justified in 
ge again in the manner in which he did. As for 
stealing of the water, I have reason to believe from what has 
transpired that the Water Comptroller and his en ineers whe have 
thoroughly looked into the matter, regard Mir. Dawson as the 


blameworthy of the two for the disageements 
place. 
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he last three paragraphs of Mr. Dawson's complaint 
to put in more definite form his grievance against Jir. 
in connection with the exclusion of the school from participation 
in the building of the storage dam at Botannie Lake. But as I 
have already gone into that pretty fully there is no need to 
repeat the points brought out and the conclusions I drew from 
those points. It is very unfortunate that the school hes beer 
left out, but I cannot see that the Agent is in any degree respon- 
sible for it. It has been pretty plainly shown from the evidence 
that Mr. Dawson is responsible, and I am quite sure that the 
Water Comptroller is of the same belief as myself in that con- 
nection. If not, I do not understand what he means in that last 
paragraph of his letter (Exhibit "N") where he says:

If Mre Dawson's appointment as Principal of St Georg 
Industrial School rested with the Department of Indian Affairs 
I would feel it my duty to recommend that he be asked for his 
resignation, us a means to restore harmony in that Agency. He 
has prejudiced the interests of the School in being the direct 
Cause of exclusion from the storage project and I am convinced 
that he has considerable to do with dissatisfaction among the 
Indians against the Agent, although I doubt whether he is as 


much to blame in that connection as his employee, Fitzgerald, 


who seems to work under-handedly among the Indians, carries 


Carries takes to Mr. Dawson and has a faculty for keeping him 


in hot water. 
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That Mr. Dawson's heart is in his work and that he has 
succeeded in building up the school and secured an attendance 
far over that his predecessor there can be no question, but 
I have reason to believe that much of that success in getting 
pupils is due to the assistance he had from the Indian Agent, 
while his predecessor, from what I can learn, had practically 
no assistance from the Agent who preceded Mr. Graham. Neither 


wags it senerous on Mr. Dawson's part to say of his predecessor: 


(page 23 of the evidence) “When I came there were only five 


boys in the school and the Indians were not welcome inside the 
gate." Te first part of that assertion may be true, but I 
doubt the seconé part. It does not comport with the general 
impression entertained of his predecessor, Mr. Ditcham, who 
appears to have been able to get along agreeably with others, 
and it is very much like so many other conclusions arrived at 
by Mr. Dawson on altogether insufficient foundation and with 
too great tendency to believe the worst rather than the best. 
Mr. Dawson, I believe, means to do well, and his mopbid dis- 
position and tendency to quarrel is his misfortune rather 
than his fault. 

There are some other features of the situation to which 
I might refer but they have no direct bearing upon the things 


charged by Mr. Dawson which I was inatructed to investigate.

I have carefully read over lir Megraw's report 
of his investigation into the complaints preferred w by 
Mr. Leonard Dawson, Principal of the St George's Indus- 
trial School, against Indian Agent Graham at Lytton, B.C. 

Although Mr Megraw has not made any definite 
recommendations, still, his opinion is very clearly 
stated. He entirely exonerates Mr Graham and shows that 
some ot the complaints should never have been made and 
that others are the result of Mr Dawson's inability to 
live on satistactory terms with his neignbors. 

That the School should have lest heavily 


through an insuitficient supply of water is very regret- 


table, and Mr Megraw nas endeavoured to place the res- 


ponsibility for this loss. He has tound that the blame 
falls more upon Mr Dawson himself than upon Mr Graham, 
and points out that the School has no legal right to 


storage of water, and that that was the main reason why 


Mr Dawson was not allowed to join with the others in the 
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construction of the storage dam. Both Mr Megraw and 
Mr Young sre of the opinion that had @ reasonable man 
been Principal ot the School, he would have been al- 
lowed to share in the expense and benefit. 

I do not tind any of the complaints against 
Mr Graham justified, and, although Mr Dawson, in a let- 
ter dated June 26th, complains about Mr Megraw's untair 
investigation, lir Megraw, on his part, stated on June 
25, that his task was not rendered very agreeable and

Perhaps the clearest statement in ir Megraw's 
report is in the last paragraphs, when he remarks that

The evidence, which is voluminous, entirely 
bears out Mr Megraw's report, and it seems a pity that

Assistant Engineer of the Dominion Water Board Branch,

I herewith beg to acknowledge receipt of departmental 
letter dated December 30, 1935, with reference to the number 
of children in this Agency of school age, who are not attend 
ing school, etc. 


In reply thereto I beg to advise the Department that 
after going carefully over the census, I find there are approx- 
imately ten children,who are of school age, who are not attend- 
ing any school, of whom three have just turned seven now; two 
are living in the Nicola Agency and two othere are of doubtful 
health. 


During the months of September and October Constable 
Mackay and myself visited the homes of all children not at school 
and in the latter month summonsed several of the parents who re- 
fused to permit their children to come to school. Unfortunate- 
ly during that time there was an ipidemic of influenea and several 
cases of pneumonia at the school. One of the Smoker girls, Lillian, 
whose father was summonsed, being in an undernourished condition, 
contracted pneumonia and died, The hue and cry reised caused me 
to cease recruiting until the termination of this epidemic, as the 
Indians claimed that their children were being taken to the school, 
only to die. 


It so happened that during the time of Inspector Barry's 
visit this epidemic had about run its course at the school, al- 
though there were still a number of influenza cases from the 
school still in hospital, besides one scarlet fever case from the 
local rancherie. Shortly after the Inspector's visit an epidemic 
of measles broke out,starting at the Foster Bar School twenty-two 
miles up the Lytton-Lillooet Road,and several of the Indian children 
of that vicinity, two of whom attended that school, were afflicted. 
Subsequently it reached St. George's Indian Residential School, 
when @ large number of the children, together with several of the 
school staff came down with it, and are still on the sick list. 


After the death of Lillian Smoker, Dr. Ellis advised that 
no more children be brought into the school until the influenzae 
epidemic had ceased, but now the school is under full quarantine 
owing to measles, and has been from the firet week in December, 
when the trouble first broke out at the Foster Bar School. 


On the receipt of the above mentioned letter from the De- 
partment, I again approached the doctor regarding the recruiting 
of the few children in this Agency still out of school, but he 
would not hear of any being brought in owing to the serious con- 
sequences that might result therefrom, 


Dr. Ellis this morning reported two cases of chickenpoz 
on the loval rancherie at Lytton. 


In conclusion U may advise the Department that no effort

I understand, from Indian Agent Barber, that there 
is some objection from the Roman Catholic Church regarding six of the 
children lately sent into this school. In connection with which 1 
might say that the work was entirely done through our Missioner at 
Shulus and in so far as the school is concerned we had nothing to do 
with bringing in these children. It is true I visited the parents with 
the Missioner, but visited them as Anglicans. 


It is very evident, from the point of view of 
baptism, that three of these children are definitely Anglicans, the 
other three,being baptized by the Roman Catholic Church, have been, from 
their early age, recognised and taught in the Anglican faith and receiv~- 
ed in the Anglican Church, therefore all are definitely Anglicans. 
The parents are definite in their wishes that their children remain in 
St. George's and the children, themgelves, are extremely happy and 
have very strongly expressed themselves as not wishing to return home 
or to be sent to another school. 


I do not wish to appear a busy-body but wished to 
point ovt to you the situation and feel keenly that the children are 
in their right place and do not wish to lose them. It is also a case 
of exercising our own rights.

The Department has carefully reviewed the corres- 
pondence submitted with regard to the applications for the 
admission of lioward Coutli, Mary August, George August, Hazel 
August and Tillie Swakum. in each of these cases, there is 
definite information to show that the father is recognized as 
a Roman Catholic.

that he was an Anglican. He stated so and had asked that his 
children go to the Lytton School. 


However, i find he was married oy the Koman 
Catholic Church in 1925, and he was attended by the Roman 
Catholic priest before nis death, though two brothers and a 
sister now living are Anglicans. another orother, Joseph George, 
is a Koman Catholic, and his children are at Kamloops Indian 
Residential School. 


I forwarded to the Department on the 2/th instant, 
a further request of Eneas, asking that his children be sent to 
the Kamloops School.

In reply to Departmental letter NO.165-0-10, of 
the 5th instant, which is hereby acknowledged, I respectfully 
advise that Mary and George August, and Tillie Swakum, were 
not returned to their parents by mr. Lett, principal of St. 
George's Residential School, until the 3lst December, whereas 
it was agreed that they, along with Howard Coutlee and Hazel 
August, would be returned home on December 15th. nowever, 
Howard Coutlee and Hazel were sick, and therefore some delay 
was caused, I believe, by waiting for these two to recover 
enough to travel. Howard Coutlee was returned home on the 8th 
instant, but Hazel August is still at the School. 


On the 12th instant 1 visited the School to effect 
the transfer of Ada George to the Kamloops Residential School, 
also to bring Hazel August home to her parents, but found the 
School quarantined for measles (only two cases) and therefore 
could not remove the children. i had not been notified of this 
outbreak by Mr. Lett, who, however, is to advise me as soon as 
the quarantine is lifted, when 1 will immediately transfer Ada 
George to Kamloops School, and bring Hazel august home to her 
parents. 


I attach hereto copies of two letters received 
from Mr. Lett, which explain the situation. 


1 will advise the Department as soon as these 
transfers have been made. i might advise that the extreme cold 
weather of the past ten days has prevented me trom bringing the 
children from the School.

No application for retaining these children 
in your school has been received and in this con- 
nection I wish to direct your attention to circular 
letter of July 21, 1939, a copy of which is enclosed. 


As pointed out in the circular letter the 
Department realizes that frequently there are reasons 
for keeping certain children after they reach the age 
of 16 but at the same time the consent of the Superin- 
tendent General (Minister) must be obtained. 


I may add that in the past the Department has 
been favourably disposed to allowing certain pupils, 
especially girls, to remain in residential schools 
after they reach the age of 16 if good reasons for 
such action are given by the Principal and approved 
by the Indian Agent. However, in view of the fact 
that the number of children of school age is apparently 
increasing and the further consideration that due to 
the conditions now confronting us there is no immediate 
prospect of our securing funds to provide increased 
pupilage at Indian residential schools, it is con- 
sidered that in future it will be necessary to adhere 
more strictly to the provision of the Indian Act re- 
quiring discharge of pupils at 16 years of age.

It gives me great pleasure to submit herewith a 
quarterly report of St. Qsorae'> Jndian Resiaential School. 83" - 


the period ending, Septenber 30, 1941. 


The school re-opened for the present term on = onday 
August 18, and before the end of tne first week a large majority 
of our student body were back in residence. The chilazen appeared 
very happy to return to clases, and their parents expressea in 
general their good-will. As far as student numbers go, I feel that 
in the very neat future °t. George's School will have a waiting 
list for admissions. 


Prior to the childrens' return to school, tne whole 
of the school was thoroughly cleaned. All walls and floors were 
scrunbed and staff rooms kalso:1ined. The boys' playroon was given 
very careful attention, and new lockers are at present deine nade 
in our manual training room to replace the old lockers. A smail 
reading room for Senior Boys’ was fitted out with tables ana chairs, 
and they have found this a great help to them in the even nes. The 
school antrance, main corridors, and staft sitting room we:e aone 
over and re-arranged to give a brighter ana more cheerful appearance 
to the school. 


The cleanliness of the childremhasbeen given very 
special attention. All boys' wash to their waists daily. They also 
have a foot bath each night bgore retiring, and once a week alii nave 
@ warm body bath under supervision. Following this oath each voy's 
body is exanined by our school nurse, ree Ce Lowe. One ot the 
Senior boys' has also been instructed in the art ot hair cutting, 
thus each Saturday Morning any boy desiring his air trimiea, appears 
at our school barber shop. 


The diet of the children has been carefully planned, 
The weights of all children were taken on entrance to scnooi this 
fall, and are to be taken each month thereafter. We are glad to 
find that some children have gained as much as seven pounas this 
month, and very few have not gained at least two pounds. 


For the present, (until our new principal gives his 
sanction) I have allowed the children only one halt hour of games 
or gymnastics in the evening, twice a week. In the past in my estimation

this kind of recreation has been Overaone, and no doubt was the ine 
direct cause of ill health and loss of weizht anong these children. 
TH@najority of children her2 are under 13 years of sge, and are up 

in the morning aro:md 6.a.m. and after working ouf one-half day on tne 
farm, followed by one half-day in the classroom, together with their 
playground exercise, can't have a great deal of surplus energy lett 
for organized evening ganas. Since we have given them more rest, we 
find they are more eager to @o good work in the classroon and on tne 
farm. 


The staff and I have done our best to bring a calmer attitude 
among the children here. They are axtrenely excitable and will need a 
great deal of care to bring them to an understanding of self-control. 
In fact the whole school in the past has been sonewhat possessad py 
a@ restlessness, and I would believe it was fostered by unhappiness anda 
the freauant changing of staff. last year alone, ten changes were 
made in staff during the term and four at the end of June. Tnis nas 
a very harmful effect upon the school as a whole. 


Day and night fire drill have been carefully carried oute I 
have also given the boys' a great deal of instruction on this important 
matter, and at last we have them re-acting to the various emergencies 
in a calmer and more logical manner. I have also made it my business ,, 
to have a nightly round made of the school at 10.30 pem. to seetnere no 
danger of fire breaking out. 


All four of the entrance class passed their exaninations to High 
School. One boy Clarence Walkem, (vrotner to Miss Rdith Walken, teeoner 
in our Intermediate Room here) is taking “igh School in ny classroom 
at present. He appears bright like his sister, and shou!d do well in 
the futures 


Tae staff of the school are doing very careful and painstaking work 
in their vetdous departments. iIn fact they all aprear exceptionally 
happy, and the atnosphere of the school is grsdually clearing. To ada 
to the social aspect, the Head ‘atron has organized the following 
gatherings; A Bed Gross ‘eeting for the ladies of the staff one evening 
per week; and one evening for them to have tea together in the staff 
sitting-room about 9.30 pem. and 6ne evening for badminton in the school 
gynaas ium. 


The religious instruction of the school has not suftered. Fifteen 
minutes per day is still devoted to this work, additional to daily 
prayers said in the chapel. Zach Sunday the local Anglican Priest trom 
Lytton attends to our Comnunion Service, and + am responsible for tne 
Ll a.m. service. The Administrator of the Dioceses has given ms @ 
temporary license for church duties. 


May we also on this occasion take the privilege of thanking, 
Dr. W.H. McGill, Direstor of Indian Affairs, and Major D. M. MacKay, 
Indian Commissioner for B. C., for hon ring us oy a visit on August 21. 
We would also like to thank all officials in “ttawa tor their kind co- 
o eration in helping us over the difficult period of the last few months. 


We would also like to express our appreciation to our local Inaian 
Agent, Mr. A. Strang, for his untiring aid and advice to us; and to 
Captain G. H,Mortimer, Indian Agent, Merritt, B.C., for his assistance 
in collecting the children of his Agency; and lastly but not least may 
I thank the Department for the privilege so kindly given to me, in pere 
mitting me to carry on,in the capacity of "Acting Principal" during the

Purther to my letter of August 27th and your reply of 
September 6th, I have communicated with the Principals of the 
Alert Bay Indian Residential School and the Crosby Girls' Home 
at Port Simpson, and find that there are no vacancies at the 
former and, although I have nothing definite from the latter 
school, it would appear from the Principal's letter, that there 
is some doubt as to there being any vacancies, 


I have therefore communicated with Canon C. F. Hives, 
Principal of St. George's Indian Residential School, Lytton, 
who would be very glad to have all the boys and girls already 
approved by you. However, as this school is so far away, I 
do not think any of the parents or guardians would be willing 
to pay the full fare and some of the parents and guardians 
could not pay anything. May I ask if the Department would 
approve of all the children mentioned in my letters of August 
lst and August 10th going to Lytton, and if full fares for 
some and part fares for others would be paid by the Derartiment. 


Should the Department approve the foregoing, would it 
not be advisable to send an escort with these children? I am 
certain arrangements could be made to do this with a Salvation 
Army worker who can obtain the Missionary rate of fare. 


Canon Hives has mentioned having vacaneies for further 
pupils, and there are two or more who should enter a residential 
school, However, arrangements have not been finally made 
regarding these and in order to save time, could you kindly give 
me authority to send these children, should approval be received 
from the parents and the physical examination by the doctor 
passed?

With reference to Mr. Phelan's letter of October 
30th regarding the proposed admission of Indian children 
from the Babine Agency to the St. George's Indian Residential 
School, I may say that the suggestion originated from this 
office as a result of some criticism offered of the assis- 
tance extended by the Indian Agent to Joyce Brown, an orphan 
child of the Glen Vowell Band. 


The matter was recently discussed with Rev. Hives 
who informs me that he has accommodation for approximately 
forty boys and ten girls at the school and if there are a 
number of children from the Babine Agency who would benefit 
by attending a Residential school I am of the opinion that 
it would be advisable to arrange for their admission to 
St. George's, particulerly as the location of this school 
is no more distant from the Babine Agency than the Alberni 
Residential School. If there are a number of children to go 
to the St. George's Residential schoo], no doubt Mr. Mallinson 
can arrange for an adult Indian to escort them to Lytton.

1 wish to advise you of two regrettable incidents in 
connection with some of the children sent from this Agency to St. 
George's Indian Residential School, Lytton, B.C. 


On or about December 2lst. 1 received information from the 
parents of two children, namely, slijah Turner, and sen woods, 
regarding articles lost by their respective daughters, kita 
Turner, and Lulu Woods, The information I received was _to the 
effect that_these articles had been “taken”, but it was found, 
according to the Rev. Ganon Hives’ reply, that the two articles 
velonging to xita Turner were lost through her own carelessness, 
However, all articles lost at the school were found and returned 
to the rightful owners. 


Between December 21st. and Decemver 3lst. three parents, 
namely, #lijah Turner, Ben Woods, and Arthur Mowatt, informed me 
that their children were not receiving sufficient food, one of 
them stating that they did not receive milk, and that they were 
losing weight. I asked these parents to wait until la had received 
a reply from Canon hives, about which subject 1 intended writing 
him. However, the day slijah Turner informed me as above, he 
again visited this office and stated that he intended driving down 
to Lytton to take out his three children from that school, in spite 
of my remonstrating with him to wait until I had heard from the 
Principal. 1 therefore gave him a letter addressed to Canon Hives, 
which I now confess, should have been sent by mail. 


All the information 1 received - which it was my duty to 
investigate - has been definitely found to be untrue, and I am 
writing Canon Hives, regretting the trouble that has been caused by 
my letters, written in all innocence, and conveying my full confidence 


in him and'in his School, in regard to the welfare of the children

of this agency. 1 am also enclosing a copy of this letter to 
Canon Hives. 


As the three Turner children and Lulu Woods have now 
returned home, will you kindly give me your advice as to whether 
these children are eligible for the Family allowances.

I have your letter of the 9th instant, 
in reference to certain complaints that you received 
regarding the St. George's School. It is noted 
that you have now ascertained that the complaints 
were unfounded. 


I do not understand the statement made 
in the last paragraph of your letter, that the three 
furner children and Lulu Woods have returned home. 
When children are placed in a residential school, 
discharge can only be allowed when the official 
approval of the Department has been given. Our file 
does not indicate that ow approval for the discharge 
of these children was either requested or authorized. 


I cannot understand why the Principal 
allowed the children to go home. 


On reviewing our file I find that for 
some unaccountable reason no reply was made to your 
letter of December 3. The Department approves the 
admission of the children whom you mention in that 
letter and whose admission to the school you recom- 
mended. It is possible that you have visited the St. 
George's School, but if you have not done so, I 
believe it would be advisable for you to pay a visit 
to the school whenever your other duties will permit.

We have never experienced any 
difficulty with any of the schools in the east in 
this particular regard as all of them realize the 
situation and keep such children in the school. 


Under these circumstances, I cannot 
understand the position taken by the principal of the 


St. George's school with regard to the ,uash children. 
After all, three small children in a large school 

like St. George's school would not greatly interfere 
with any work that is being done. 


In this connection it is interesting to 
note from the June quarter report of Indian Agent lowe 
that he writes as follows regarding the LeJac School - 
"The pupils with the exception of orphans and under 
privileged children, returned to their homes on June 28th".

e realize that owing to unsatisfactory 
home conditions it is often necessary to place 
children in residential schools. However, if home 
conditions are satisfactory we prefer that the 
children attend the day school on the reserve. 


We also know that some of our dey schools 
have been closed owing to shortage of teachers. I 
particularly refer to Kitsegukla. In this con- 
nection I would point out that on August 16th we 
notified Indian Commissioner MacKay that we 
epproved the appointment of Mrs. A... Vans as 
teacher of this school and, consequently, it will 
be in operation for the coming academic year and 
any children whose home conditions are satisfactory 
should attend this school, rather than go to a 
residential school. 


From past experience we have found that it 
is a mistake to send children to a residential school 
located at a very great distance from their homes 
and to a locality where conditions are altogether 
different from their homes. 


The question of summer holidays always arises

and it has not been our practice to pay trans- 
portation expenses for holidays for pupils whose 
homes are a considerable distance from the 
residential school they are attending. 


With reference to Joyce Brown, the principal 
of the 5st. George's Residential »chool at Lytton 
had no authority to send her home unless he was 
assured that her parents or guardian would provide 
the cost of her return trip. I am writing him to 
this effect and no doubt he will send you the money 
bring her back.

vith the above in mind we are prepared to 
favourably consider applications for admission to 
residential schools for children whose home con- 
ditions are unsatisfactory and on whose reserves 
schools will not be operated during the coming 
academic year. However, as intimated above, we 
hope to secure teachers for all our day schools 
as soon as possible and tiiis will obviate the neces- 
sity for sending several chilaren to residential 
schools.

the difference in language, our lytton Indian pupils, along 
with those from the Coast, learn to talk better knglish, 
because English must be their common form of speeche 


Had we not taken in these children, it is not 
likely that they would have attended any school last year, 
and they are at the age when it is very necessary that 
they should receive an education and training. it is 
therefore the responsibility of the Department that they 
should have access to either a day school or a residential 
schoole 

I would, therefore, respectfully ask that the 
Department assume the cost of transportation one way} and 
as the return home, at the commencement of holidays 
was shared by parente and school, so the transportation 
expenses from home to school again, under the circumstances 
referred to above, be assumed by the Departmente

We have your letter of the 6th instant regard- 
ing the pupils from the Prince Rupert district who 
attended St. George's Residential School last year. 


We note that you suggest that we provide $400. 
for their transportation back to the school. We feel 
that this matter should have been brought to our at- 
tention before the children left for holidays. 


In residential schools in Lastern Canada, it 
is the general practice to retain at the school durim 
the summer holidays those children whose home reserve 
is a considerable distance from the school concerned. 


These children only went to the school last 
year and in any case, we would not consider allowing 
a heavy expenditure for transportation after such a 
short sojourn in a residential school.

In reply to your letter 165-0-10, 
received today, and relative to transportation expenses 
of Prince Rupert children from home to schoole 


You will, no doubt, recall my sreaking 
to you about this matter in your office during my visit 
there in May. You say, in your letter, that children, 
who are so far distant from home, should remain in school 
during the holiday months. I wonder if you know, or 
realize the kind of a place the Frazer Canyon is during 
those monthse Quite frequently the temperature rises to 
IIO0 dggrees, and our building becomes an oven unbearable 
to sleep in, or have children living ine We have 
absolutely nothing in the way of a onemene pool, or 
place where boys or girls can find access to bathing beache 
And the Fraser river, which is an attraction to any boy in 
the hot weather is treacherous and unsafee Moverover, we # 
are trying in every way possible, to stimulate the family 
and social life of these eeeenes You cannot do that if 
you are going to deprive em of personal social intercourse 
by keeping them apart for yearse 


The matter, as I see it is this: If 
the pupils from Prince Rupert, who hawe no access to miuxh 
educational facilities near to their own homes, come to 
Ste George's School, the school should not be exnected 
to meet their transportation expensese The parents are 
willing to pay one waye Either they must pay both ways, 
or we must receive famancial assistance from the Department 
in returning them to school after holidayse I do not think 
this school can finance this matter out of the grant 


earnings.

Nearly all pupils, shown in the returns, were 
in reseidence within four days of the Ist. of Septembere 
Other years they Rave come dribbling in, some as late 
as December. Those who were late this year found their 
room filled up with new comers, and had to return homee 
I am sorry this has happened, for I am afraid they will 
not receive the proper care they should this Winter, and 
they will miss their classroom educatione Last year, we 
had similar conditionse One family of three girls did not 
arrive until late, and they had to return hotwe for lack 
of accomodation heree They were amongst the first to be 
on hand this years Next year I expect there will be few 
if any tardy onese 


During the month of August I wrote you, asking for 
four hundred dollars for the purpose of transportation of 
pupils from Prince Rupert to our schoole You very kindly 
sanctioned that amounte All pupils came from Prince 
Rupert to pur school with no expense to school or 
Departments In my experience, that is one of the biggest 
things for good that has happened, and shows they are 
beginning to appreciate what we are doing for theme 


There are several pupils whose discharge from 
our school I would recommend: Noe 407 Wesley Mumro, 16 
yrs' old, required on his father's farme 431 Dennis Seymour 
kept at home for the same purposes 460 Alonzo Williams 
home for the same purpose.

Attached is a letter received from Reverend vanon Hives 
>f the above-mentioned school, in which he proposes certain 
alterations in order to provide increasec dormitory space at 
hig school. These changes have been discussed with Inspector 
Devey who feels that the work should be undertaken. 


It will be noted that the Reverend Principal estimates 
the cost of this work at 1200.00, but before recommending 
this expenditure I wish to have more definite information 
regarding the materials that will be required. I am writing 
to the Superintendent of the Lytton Agency requesting a 
breakdown of the bill of materials. 


The present dormitory space is taxed by the number of 
pupils now enrolled and these alterations would alleviate the 
overcrowding which exists in several of the dormitories. It 
will be noted tuat tne Reverena Principal suggests that th 
enrolment at his school could be increased to 215 pupils, but 
I am doubtful if the total space, including that made available 
by tne alterations, would justify the enrolment of this number. 
I have aiso asked the Superintendent to check the cubic air 
space in the dormitories, including the additional space which 
it is hoped to make availeble. When this information is received 
I shall write again. 


In the meantime, I shall appreciate the Department's 
comments on tuis proposal.

I wish to advise that I am unable to obtain any satisfaction 
regarding pupils from this Agency attending St. George's Indian Residential 
School at Lytton, who should have returned to that school early this 


month, 


On the 27th August I received a telegram from the Principal 
as follows = "PLEASE DO NOT LET CHILDREN RETURN UNTIL YOU HEAR FROM ME 
WILL WRITE YOU AFTER END OF MONTH. CHAS S HIVES, PRINCIPAL". 

We accordingly informed parents to this effect and awaited Canon Hived' 


letter. 


In the early part of September I was obliged to absent myself 
from the Agency Office in order to take Dr, Galbraith's X-ray unit to Fort 
Babine but on my return I wrote Canon Hives on#9th September informing 
him that I had not received the promised letter and asking fer the reason 
for the delay as to when these children should leave. I have received no 
replys 


I now learn that Mr. Anfield's children were not subject to 
the same request from Canon Hives and returned to school early in 
September, 


Among the children was one Norma Wale, whose home environment 
was such that I had asked Canon Hives before during the summer holidays of 
1948 and again this year, that he keep the child at Lytton throughout 
the holidays. I learn today that without any notification to this Office 
whatsoever, Norma was discharged from St. George's school on 14th August 
1949 and is now living with a copple in Prince Rupert who are living 
common law. 


This high handed treatment of pupils of this Agency by Canon Hives 
is just not good enough and I would ask that an immediate investigation be 
made. At least I should be informed what is his grievance, if any.

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It is true that in the past year or two since my arrival in this Agency 
we have been forwarding children whose home environment demanded that some 
provision be made for them in a residential school, This applies both to 
Lytton School and to Alberni, the difference being that Mr. Caldwell has 
co-operated with us and offered us the utmost accommodation available.

Of these it is possible that the Muldoe children have gone down since their 
mother has been in Prince Rupert during the summer and it is rumoured that 
they were sent direct from Prince Rupert.

In addition to these there are a number of other children in 
this Agency who very definitely must be placed in residential schools for 
their own sakes, Their home conditions being such that they can never be 
expected to progress in education or health if left where they are, These 
were the subject of a letter to Canon Hives on 9th August, a copy of which 
is enclosed, These children are all Anglican or Salvation Army in religion. 


Will you kindly have this matter investigated and some satisfactory 
arrangements made for the benefit of the children of this Agency without 
delay.

I attach herewith a file of correspondence between 
tiis office and the principal of the above mentioned scnool. 
Also attached are copies of letters from Mr, Superintendent 
Boys to this office and to tie Reverend Principal, which gave 
rise to our correspondence with Canon Hives. It will be 
noted that Mr. Boys lists in his letter of Sept. S0th the names 
of nine pupils attending the St. weo ge's Residential School 
in the past year. Of this number it is understood that two 
have returned to the school. The others were not returned at 
the beginning of the school term, at the specific request of 
Canon Hives in his telegram of August 27th to .ir, boys. Mr. 
Boys rightfully assuued tnuat this request of the principal was 
merely for a delay in sending the pupils down. On our receipt 
of wir. Boys' letter dated Seot. S0th Inspector Davey wrote to 
Canon Hives requesting that he visit this office. Canon Hives 
visited inspector Davey on uctober 12th and I also had an 
opportunity of speaking to him. Both Inspector Davey and myself 
nade it quite clear to tne Principal that first priority on 
admissions to his school should be given to necessitous cases. 
It was also made clear to him that the principal of the school 
did not have the right of discharging oupils without first 
consulting the Agent concerned, Immediately following receipt 
of Canon Hives' letter of Uctober 18th, Inspector Davey called 
him by telephone and pointed out that it was absolutely essential 
that the pupils who should not have been discharged from his 
school be returned immediately and that acc mmodation should be 
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made either through the discharge of pupils not requiring 
institutional care or through the use of dormitory accommodation 
presently occupied by tne sewing classes. These suggestions 
were apparently not acceptable. Vanon Hives gives as his 
reasons: (a) The school cannot afford the cost of transporting 
the children from Hazelton to Lytton. (b) The sewing room 

is absolutely essential to the successful operation of the 
school. You will note from the attached diagram prepared by 
the principal that the sewing classes occupy & space 04 x 36, 
which in the opinion of this office, is out of all proportion 
to the school's requirements. Apparently the aain objection 

of the principal is on the grounds of cost. It was pointed out 
to him that two years ago 4 rrant of ¢400.00 was mace by the 
Department for transporting pupils, which amount he returned to 
the Department and has not resuested further assistance. 


The attitude of the principal is clearly indicated 
in one specific case mentioned by Mr. Boys in which a girl whose 
home environment was such that he had requested tne princi pal 
to keep tne child during the summer holidays was released from 
the school without any notification to the Superintendent. Tne 
rirl is now living in Prince Rupert with a couple who are living 
in common-law. 


In spite of Inspector Davey's conversation with Canon 
Hives he still has no assurance from the Reverend Principal 
tuat these very necessitous cases formerly enrolled at the 
residential school will be re-admitted.

Dear Major Davey: 


I am making the necessary arrangements for the 
Summer Holiday transportation of the Prince Rupert area pupils from 
Lytton to Prince Rupert. This is quite an expensive item, as there 
are twenty eight pupils, and I feel it is a bit too much to expect 
the parents to bear all the expense. The fare from Lytton to Prince 
Rupert by rail and boat with escort amounts to $772.20. And with 
incidentals in the way of meals in Vancouver, while awaiting all day 
to board the boat at night, would bring the total to $800.00. While 
I feel that the parents should be responsible for a part of this; 
yet in view of the fact that these children must come to us until 
such time as facilities are available for them near home, or miss 
their education and training entirely; and that many are from poor 
homes, I feel justified in asking the Department for half the amount, 
or four hundred dollars. 


The matter of allowing them to stay here during 
the holidays should not be considered. These children are Coast childrene 
To a large extent they are living for their Summer holidays, when they 
will be home; no matter what their home conditions are, and they will 
see and smell the sea again. 


I would, therefore, be very much obliged if you 
would place this matter before authority, and recommend that we receive 
the amount of $400.90 toward the cost of transportation of pupils from 
St.George's School at Lytton to Prince Rupert. I would then ask the 
Prince Rupert Superintendent to take a hand in asking the parents to 
do their part in paying the balance.

Attached please find a copy of a letter received 
from Canon Hives, Principal of the above named school, requesting 
an allowance in the amount of $400.00 to assist in the matter of 
transportation costs for children returning home to the Prince 
Rupert area for the summer holidays. The distance involved is in 
the neighborhood of 1000 miles, but the St. George's School is not 
alone in this respect as the same conditions prevail in the case 
of the Edmonton, Alberni, and to a lesser extent, Alert Bay Schools. 
I believe that in the majority of cases the parents can very well 
pay the cost of transportation and should be made to assume some 
responsibility with regard to the education of their children. 
There are undoubtedly some children from this area who should not 
be discharged from the care of the Residential School at all. However, 
because I feel that a consistent policy should be enforced and in 
view of the fact that several schools in British Columbia receive 
assistance, partioularly the Ste Mary's Residential School at Mission, 
where the distances from which the pupils are transported are a frac- 
tion of those in the case of the schools mentioned above, I am ref- 
erring this matter to the Department for a decision.
